Fred C. Davison 


Dr. Fred Davison, now in his tenth 
year as Georgia president, is being cited 
for his role as a recognized national 
leader in higher education and for his 
leadership as a Presbyterian layman. 
An Atlanta native and Emory Univer- 
sity graduate, he earned doctorates 
from both Georgia and Iowa State 
University. After practicing veteri- 
nary medicine in Marietta, Ga., he 
taught at Iowa State and led a research 
project for the US Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Returning to Georgia in 1964 as 
dean of the University’s College of 
Veterinary Medicine, he moved up to 
vice-chancellor of the University Sys- 
tem of Georgia two years later and

Annual Giving Shoots for $260,000 


With $260,000 as the goal for PC’s 1977 Annual Giving, a fast start already 
has produced one-fourth of this objective: $69,010 contributed as of April 22. 

“This early response is remarkable—especially in view of our big Second 
Century Fund capital campaign now in full swing,” President Weersing said. “Our 
alumni and friends seem to understand our continuing need for annual operating 
gifts, even as we seek the larger sums for endowment.” 

The $260,000 goal set by the alumni board of directors represents a slight 
increase over the record $255,836 raised in 1976 (does not include support from 
church budgets and the SC Foundation of Independent Colleges). The board 
recognized the possible impact of the Second Century Fund effort on Annual Giving 
this year but urged alumni and friends to stretch just a little more to help both 
vitally needed programs.

Last year, Law was president of the 
Mental Health Association of Georgia. 
He is a native of Brunswick, Ga., grad- 
uated with honors from King College 
in 1956 and holds both the BD and 
ThM degrees from Columbia Seminary. 


H. Parker Evatt 


Parker Evatt since 1966 has been 
executive director of the Alston Wilkes 
Society, an incorporated organization 
dedicated to the special problems of 
imprisoned public offenders, former 
offenders and the families of both—the 
only state-wide agency of its kind in 
the Southeast.

Talk about a dedicated effort by people who care: 

Some 150 Presbyterian College students staged the Area 5 
Special Olympics again this spring and gave 500 handicapped 
children one of the big days of their lives. 

The surge of volunteers produced almost one worker for 
every three children. They ran every phase of the track 
meet, helped to supervise the children awaiting the events 
and served as hosts for the giant picnic lunch which closed 
the occasion. 

The colorful fanfare included the opening parade of 


athletes, a PC trackman lighting the Olympic torch and 
periodic band music by the Clinton High band. These activi- 
ties added to the excitement of participating young boys and 
girls who competed enthusiastically for the right to move 
on to the state Olympics and there, perhaps, qualify for the 
national games. It’s a program sponsored nation-wide by 
the Joseph P. Kennedy, Jr., Foundation. 

Despite their handicaps, the youngsters ran, jumped, 
threw softballs and staged the spirited wheelchair races.

Churches at $1.28 million: 


Second Century Drive Hits $3.7 Million 


The Second Century Fund index 
moved to $3.7 million in mid-April as 
church subscriptions continued to come 
in daily from various parts of the Synod 
of the Southeast. 

Unofficial returns on the church 
phase showed $1.28 million now sub- 
scribed by 65 churches. This represents 
14 percent of the churches presently 
engaged in the PC effort. 

The campaign leadership expressed 
the hope that most of the church com- 
mitments can be achieved by the end 
of May. So far, the carefully developed 
amounts asked of the churches are 
being carefully considered and, for the 
most part, the commitments are about 
midway between the range of maximum 
and minimum goals. 

Eighty teams of group chairmen are 
making calls and many congregations 


are engaged in this vital PC program. 
Only the presbyteries of Atlanta and 
Charleston are not presently at work— 
having scheduled their campaigns for 
early next year. 

The Second Century Fund has a 
$10 million goal, with $5 million of 
this total to come from Synod churches. 


These funds will be used primarily for 
endowment to provide scholarship 
funds for needy young people and to 
strengthen the faculty and academic 
program as the College approaches its 
1980 centennial year. 

In addition to the $1.28 million from 
churches, the $3.7 million subscribed 
to date comes from these sources: 
Board of trustees—$1.1 million; Clin- 
ton and campus—$700,000; board of 
visitors—$218,500; and special gifts—- 
$400,000.
